(C)  According  to  media,  rebels  have  reportedly  taken 
the  town  of  Adre  in  eastern  Chad.  Embassy  Paris  reports  the 
French  MFA  said  the  rebels  are  receiving  Sudanese  logistical 
and  air  support.  Embassy  Khartoum  reports  Chadian 
contacts  asserted  a Sudanese  Armed  Forces  (SAF)  Antonov  and 
several  SAF  attack 

helicopters  participated  in  the  assault  on  Adre.

President  Sarko  refused  President  Deby ' s request  for  direct 
French  military  support  of  his  troops  in  the  form  of  ammunition 
for  tanks  and  rockets.  However,  the  French 
have  agreed  to  transport  ammunition  offered  by  Libya. 

(SBU)  Embassy  Paris  reports  President  Deby  is  expecting  his 
forces  to  clash  with  a second  column  of  rebels  during  the  evening 
of  February  3,  arriving  from  the  Sudanese  border  in  heavy  trucks.
